her bitter attacks on what she termed 
the moral obloquy of her native lann. 
When she died It was found that she 
had left practically her entire estate 
to Protestant charities In Franca ana 
to French charities In America. 
: Her one lay gift was a legacy or 
$20,000 to the Academic Francatse, to 
be employed toward "raising the IOTP 
moral standard of the nation at large." 
After considerable debate the Acad- 
emic decided that to accept her legacy 
Would be tantamount to "ariuiescing 
in the testatrix's opinions," so that the 
sum was rejected and included in the 
residuary estate.

the employes can be 


shown' (o have been wilfully negligent, 
and the burden of jiroof will rest on the 
employer, thc question to be decided by 
a jury.

Defect in Cheek Cord 


Hopps made a good get-away, as- 


Three 
friends, who had assisted In the prep- 
parations for the flight, saw the craft 
sail away at good speed In the direc- 
tion of Medford and Winchester. 


Soon after starting, the big (jas ba£ 


gave evidence of Impending trouble. A 
defect In the check cord 
connection 


proved Hopps' undoing.,The fu:nes of 
escaping gas enveloped the pilot. Still 
Hopps refrained from 
opening the 


safety valve. 
Proceeding slowly over 


Medford and Winchester, the craft be- 
gan to drop towards the ground at a 
great rate. The lone occupant threw 
out bags of ballast and strove to ar- 
rest its descent.

Jf Theodore Roosevelt is again decllil president of the United Slates 


it Bust be by the votes of men and women who have heretofore acted with 


{he republican party. 
He and his followers will try to induce democrats1 


to vol« for him, but there is not (he i=lij>hte,H sign of any defection from 
that parly." Why should (hero lie? 
H lias an admirable candidate for 


president standing on an excellent platform, and, what is better yet, on 
his own speech of acceptance. There is no inducement to a democrat to 
leave his party at this lime, and few it' any will do so. No democrats were 
in evidence in the Roosevelt convention nor are they likely to figure as his 
supporters in the campaign or at the poll.r. 


}Co, Mr. Roosevelt roust depend -for votes upon his former associates 


in the republican parly, which he and they have abandoned and repudiated. 
That party gave him all HIP honors he ever had and they were enough for 
any reasonable man- He has been a republican'officeholder practically all 
his life since he became a voter, and had the parly gratified his consuming 
desire for more by renominatiug him for president he would still be as 
good a republican as ever, without a yip against the once grand old party. 


The elephant would still be his emblem and not the bull moose. 


But the republicans refused to gratify his inordinate ambition and 


greed. 
They turned him down at. Chicago, although they were willing to 


throw Taft over also for any one in the Roosevelt faction except himself, the back.' 
He would not have it so. In his utter selfishness lie.held out for himself 
alone, and when tlic present president was rcnominateii ill1. Roosevelt went 


off by himself and started his new parly, lie had no difficulty in assembling 
a convention, which looked iike those of ttic older parlies but was .essenti- 
ally different. It was totally unrepresentative of the people. The delegates 
were of the hand-picked variety, and (lie hand which picked them gestic- 
ulates at Oyster Bay when it is at home. 
The gathering in Chicago .was 


Roosevelt from start to finish, and nothing but Roosevelt. 
One wonders 


what would have happened to any rash delegate who should have proposed 
any other name than his for the nomination! So far did Mr. Roosevelt 
dominate that the "experience meeting1' scheduled for the first day of the 
convention was stricken out by his direction, apparently through fear that 
some of the five-miuute speeches might contain utterances disagreeable to 
the manager of the affair. 
Everything was submitted to his control, and 


by his orders negro delegates from the South were shown the door. This 
was a bid for democratic: support below Mason and Dixon's line, hut there 
is not the slightest chance that it will effect its purpose. 
It is very much 


more likely to turn the negro vole in the North to' Taft or Wilson. 


There is no desire, however, to underrate (he new party or its con- 


vention. 
The latter was really a mass maeting of Roosevelt enthusiasts— 


idolaters is a betler word—who come pretty near worshipping the ground 
he walks on. To them his will is supreme and lie can 'go as far as he 
likes and they will follow him. But the interesting question is, how many 
are there of them in the country? 
Are they numerous enough to wreck 


the republican parly. It cannot he denied that at this moment it looks as 
if they were. Mr. Roosevelt unquestionably has'dcvcloped a great follow- 
ing, and it may he sufficient, as some predict, to prevent Jlr. Taft from 
getting a single electoral vole from the forty-eight states of the Union. 
Thnf w,ould be a humiliation which no other president experienced,-and it 
'rests with voters until now known as republicans to inflict it. 


As the campaign progresses the prospects will stand out more clearly. 


It will be seen whether the new party will be able to "go the distance" 


•with the. impetus given by the Chicago convention. 
There are many who 


rely upon what they call the sober second thought of republicans to hold' 
them loyally to Taft and Sherman. They insist that the plirly is sanely 
progressive and free, from the radical, semi-socialistic and anti-constitu- 
tional notions of the progressive party. 
This they believe will keep the 


organization substantially intact and able to carry states always hereto- 
fore counted in the republican column. 
Whether it will or not there will 


he better means of .judging within the next month or two. 


One thing remains true. The democratic party is united as it has not 


been fornsanv year?. 
It goes into this campaign with the best chance of 


winning, even if it faced a united and aggressive opposition, which it 


• doesn't. It confidently appeals to the American people to ratify the choice 


made at Baltimore, and the indications are that they will do so by 11 


big majority.

c-nj draft of employer's liability law or 
workmen's compensation act has just 
i€cn issued by the Industrial Accidents 
Commission for public criticism. 
The 


act prescribes an elective schedule of 
compensation and regulates thc pro- 
cedure, for determining liability and the 
resulting compensation. 
- 


The act bets forth that, in all cases 


the employer is responsible for acci- 
dents 
unless 
the 
employes 
can bo 


shown to liavc been wilfully negligent, 
and llic burden of proof will rest on thc 
employer, the question to be decided by 
a jury. 


If nn employe is permitted to iiire 


another employe thft latter will hc con- 
sidered, •,under thc benefits of, tbc act 
just tbe saiiio as if he had been hired 
by thc employer direct. 
The question 


of wilful negligence 
will 
consist 
of 


reckless indifference to danger. 


Thc fact that an employe might re- 


ceive benefits front some organization 
will not bar him from the recovery of 
damages. It is provided that where tbi? 
employe meets death his family will 
benefit under the act. So too in nnv 
agreement outside of the act his fam- 
ily caabc held by the employer to fol- 
low tho terms ofjtbc .agreement. 


Section 3 of article P reads: 


. In every contract of hiring renewed 
or extended 
by 
mutual 
assent, ex- 


pressed or implied it shall be conclu- 
sively presumed that the parties have 
accepted the provisions of article II f'f 
this act anrl have agreed to bo bound 
thereby.
